“There is no law barring the 
employment of aliens in any war 
industry,“ he explains, “The laws 
of the United States do provide

When a company working on wai 
orders wants to hire an alien, ap- 
plication has to be made either to 
the Army or Navy departments, 
depending on which has jurisdic- 
tion over the orders. 

“Because of the policies pursued 
by these two departments, dis- 
rimination against non-citizens has 
increased in recent weeks, Mr. 
Green says. “Confusion and sus- 
picion have been intensified rather 
than allayed by the attitude of the 
departments.” } : 

CITES BOTTLENECK 

Judging by the experience of 
handling hundreds of cases, his 
committee finds that what happens 
is this, Mr. Green explains: 

“After once applying for permis- 
sion with the departments to hire 
an alien, many employes reruse to’ 
apply for any other aliens because 
they have had to wait too long be- 
fore being informed of a decision. 
It is clear that, if a position is to 
to be filled immediately, an em- 
ployer cannot hold it open unti 
permission may be granted to em- 
ploy an alien, By the time permis- 
sion received, there may no longer 
be any jobs available in his plant.“ 

Even if an alien gets permission 
to go to work once, it’s no guar- 
antee that he can work for the 
duration. He has to have it re- 
newed each time he changes posts. 
In the case of building trades, for 
example, which wind up jobs 
within weeks and omnths, this is 
particularly serious. 

The Committee proposes that 
War and Navy Departments help 
to break down the discrimination 
which denies production efforts 
needed manpower by sending a 
public statement to all war con- 
tractors opposing exclusion.
